Thc York Springs Garage has been J 
completed by its 
builder, Dr. H. A. 
Underwood. 
The building was started a year ago 
and fronts on State street to a width 
of forty feet and extends along Main 
street sixty feet. 
The structure pre-! 
sents a brownstone finish, penciled in 
black and is surmounted by a red and 
gray tiled roof. 
A large skylight in 
the center of the roof admits sunlight 
and dormer windows on two sides of

The whole world knows of the work 
tho Red Cross has done In coring for 
tho nick and wounded In war, relieving 
tho distress of the victims of fire and 
Bood. eorthquake, famine and tornado 
In civil disaster, and organising base 
hospitals for th© army end navy. 
But 
few real!*© that while all this was be­ 
ing done, preparation was under way 
to look after the loved ones whom the 
fighting men will lenve at home. 
When the United States troops were 


•t the Mexican border the Red Cross 
•found It necessary to make provision 
for the families of many Guardsmen 
who had left dependents at home. This 
made plain what must he done In case 
an army of a million men should be 
called abroad, and with characteristic 
Red Cross forehandedness a plan was 
at once formulated. So far as possible, 
the war department will choose men 
who have no dependents; but In spite 
of everything many a married nom,

©ere of Charities at Pittsburgh. Mr. 
Lies enlarged upon th la subject. 
Ile 
made It very plain that It Is a Inbor of 
love, and In no sense of charity, that 
the Red Cross ha* undertaken. 
“ W e must remember," said Mr. Mea, 
"that there la not the faintest shadow 
of 'charity’ In Its usual meaning, at­ 
tached to this work we are undertak­ 
ing. If there Is want among the faml- 
Ilea of our soldiers and sailors. It Is 
not becanse they have been idle or 
wasteful, or Improvident, or that they 
have been In anywise to blame. Rather 
It I* because they have done the finest 
and the noblest thing possible, and 
have given to their country those to 
whom they have looked for aupport 
and protection. 
“ We go to them, not as doing them a 
charity, but as expressing our gatltude 
to them for what they have done— as 
• duty we owe to those whom they 
have given to fight our battles.

little we can afford to permit any one

♦bing they have done."
